Serves Notice of Contest on Capt. J. B. 
White, Basing His Claims on 
Three Charges.

This morning Sheriff Nelson received 
papers in the anticipated contest of 
Judge Bobert Lowry against Capt. J. B. 
White, involving a seat in the next con- 
gress of the United States. 
Deputy 
Sheriff Piatt J. Wise made a copy and 
the notice was duly served on Captain 
White at his place of business. 


The paper recites that Captain White 
was ineligible and not legally elected to 
congress, but that Judge Lowiy was and 
is entitled to the position. 


First—On the ground that in every 
precinct in Allen and Lagrange coun- 
ties Captain White personally or through 
his agents, influenced by large sums 
money and property twenty persons 
each precinct to vote for him (White^ 
when 
untainted 
they would 
have 
voted for Lowry. 


Second—That Captain White was not 
citizen of the United States at the time 
of the election, not having been duly 
naturalized and of which fact the elec- 
tors were duly apprised and notified. 


Third—That Captain White was not a 
citizen of the United States for seven 
years previous to his election, as the 
constitution requires, and that he (Judge 
Lowry) having received 15,416 votes 
will contest and hold the seat as the 
legally elected representative from the 
Twelfth Indiana district. 


The notice of contest ia dated Dec. 18, 
and signed by Bobert Lowry.

It consists of a peculiar curve to the let- 
ter "D" in the motto, "In God we 
Trust," the consonant sloping backwards 
almost like an italic letter. 
The coun- 
terfeits correspond in weight exactly 
with the United States dollar and have 
the genuine ring when tested. 
The 
metal of which they are made is an en- 
tirely new and dangerous composition 
whose constituent parts metallurgists 
cannot determine without careful analy- 
sis.

The report of the officers of the deaf 
and dumb asylum has been filed with 
the governor. The receipts for the year 
were $55,000, of which $2,030 remained 
unexpended. The per capita expendi- 
ture was $161.52. The total attendance 
for the year was 332. 


J. B. Maynard, clerk of the printing 
board, reports the cost 
of printing 
the reports of the state officers, $36,- 
993.13; stationery, including brooms, 
boxes and many other things which are 
not stationery, $1,729.54. The printing 
and stationery for the benevolent institu- 
tioijB for eighteen months amounted to 
$7,789.47. 


The annual reports of the board of 
directors and the superintendent of the 
blind asylum, which were submitted to 
the governor yesterday, state that the 
estimated value of real estate of the in- 
stitution is $43,562.28, and personal 
property, $17,160. The amount appro- 
priated for the current support of the 
asylum by the last legislature was $27,- 
000. Of this. $23,892 has been ex- 
pended, leaving a balance of $3,108. 
Tbe total amount of revenue is $28,- 
463.27, and total disbursements, $25,- 
888.07, leaving a toial unexpended bal- 
ance of $3,574.60, The attendance has 
exceeded that of any previous year, 
having been 120—sixty male and sfventy 
females. The number of new pupils en- 
rolled during the year was sixteen. 
The 
superintendent states that according to 
the last census there were in the United 
States 48,9?8 blind people, or 1,000 for 
every 1,000,000'of the population. Of 
these 26,748 were males and 22,180 
females. 
In Indiana 
there are 500 
children of school age who are blind.

PRISOOORTH. 


Informatloii and Becommendatloiis Con 
tabled in the Directors'Report— 
The ImproTements of the Past 
Year—Treatment of Dis- 
charged Conricts—The 
Question of Labor.

The fourth annual report of the board 
of directors of the state prison north, to- 
gether with the reports of the warden, 
clerk, physician and moral instructor of 
the institution, was submitted to the 
governor last week. 
The receipts and 
earnings for the year were $111,430.10 
and the expenditures, including officers' 
salaries and cost of repaire, $96,712,37, 
leaving a balance of $14,717.73. 
The 
receipts for the fiscal year 1885 were 
$103,221.67, and the disbursements $99,- 
662.52, showing an increase of re^Deipts 
during the current year over the preced- 
ing of $8,208 43, with a decreased expen- 
diture of $2,950,15. 


"This increase of net earnings over 
last year of $11,158.58," the board says, 
«is almost entirely due to the existence 
and successful operation of the Amazon 
Hosiery company, a new industry which 
the board caused to be founded about 
the close of the last fiscal year, whereby 
continuous renumeiative employment 
has been assured to all convicts able to 
perform even very light work. 


"In response to repeated recommenda- 
tions of the board the last legislature 
^authorized certain improvements and ap- 
propriated therefor the sum of $20,000. 
As speedily, therefore, as possible, the 
board caused to be oonstmcted a bath 
house containing adequate and suitable 
facilities for bathing all convicts, and 
connected therewith as a part of the 
same building a wash house and dry 
house, for laundry purposes, the whole 
based upon apf roved and well tested 
plans. A store room for fuel, two new 
boilers with additional heating machin- 
ery, have been provided as also the old 
heating apparatus thoroughly overhaul- 
ed and repaired. 


" Better provision for the treatment of 
insane and refractory prisoDers, as in 
contemplation of the act, has also been 
provided through the erection, separate 
and apart from the main prison building, 
of a suitable building containing apart- 
ments prepared especially for this class 
of priseners, the entire structure and its 
appointments being as well adapted for 
the retention, medical aid and general 
treatment of this class of unfortunates as 
existing conditions would permit. 
The 
entire expenditures therefore, including 
$1,000 for additions to library, making a 
total of $13,840.81, leaving a balance of 
amount appropriated of $6,159.19. 


"The two additional 
boilers, with 
heating machinery attached, rendered a 
new smoke stack necessary. Such stack, 
to the heighth of 116 feet and of a ca- 
pacity equal to any probable require- 
ments for many years, we caused to be 
erected. 


"We here beg leave to repeat, quoting 
substantially from our last report, that, 
in order to provide against a recurrence 
of the moral evil and the financial loss 
experienced during the year through a 
large portion of the convicts being un- 
employed, the board deemed it for the 
best interest of the public and for the 
convicts as well to provide an additional 
industry. 
This was done in the erec- 
tion of a new three-story brick factory 
building 142 feet long by sixty feet wide 
and a boiler house twenty by thirty feet, 
an informal arrangement having previ- 
ously been effected with the Amazon 
hosiery company for its occupancy and 
the employment therein of 200 convicts 
as soon as they might be provided. 
Further permanent improvements, con- 
sisting of a two-story brick dry-kiln, for- 
ty by sixty feet and a new engine house 
for use by Messrs. Ford, Johnson & Co., 
contractors, also the erection of a brick 
dry-kiln for Messrs. J. B. & J. Winter* 
botham, contractors, seemed to be nec- 
essary for the public good and were 
accordingly erected. 
The cost of erect- 
ing said smoke stack was $1,075; the 
cost of erecting building occupied by 
the Amazon hosiery company, $8,250; 
cost of building dry-kiln and engine 
house occupied by Ford, Johnson & Co. 
$2,500; cost of erecting dry-kiln for J. 
B. & J. Winterbotham, $991.44; aggre- 
gate cash expenditure, exclusive of the 
labor of convicts, $26,657.25. Improved 
sanitary conditions, a due sense of fair 
and humane treatment of convict human- 
ity will speak for the virtue and wisdom 
of the expenditure of the $13,840.41, al- 
most the whole of which was used to 
promote a higher and better humanity 
toward the convicts. 


"To the end of continuing the conduct 
and management of the prison in con- 
formity to existing laws, no oconsion 
now exists for additional improvements. 
We are of the opinion that the institu- 
tion, in its appointments and its conduct 
and management as well, now fills the 
condition of a state's prison as contem- 
plated by existing laws. 
It is our opin- 
ion^ drawn from experienoeaod obaerya- 


tion, that the evil* growing oat of the 
oonip^te system is the greateet sihgle 
bar to the reformation of prisoners and 
we beg leave to snbmit whether the time 
haa not come when the law of an en- 
lightened Cliristian people ihonld inter- 
pose for the protection and preeervation 
of the comparatively innocent in the in- 
terest alike of economy and hnmanity. 
Few things are more cmel and abomina- 
ble than herding together confirmed old 
offenders—thieves, robbers and murder- 
ers, debauched and debauching vil- 
lains, with the comparatively innocent, 
who are sent for a slight and often first 
offenses. 
For the first class to have an 
oppoitunity to contaminate the latter 
renders our prisons little better than 
seminaries of crime, the efiect being to 
increase the number of real criminals and 
to develop and intensify their criminal- 
ity. Our deserving excellent warden, in 
his repori, will say we can never expect 
to make a change in the characters of 
the young men confined in our prisons 
(and fully two>thirds are under the age 
of thirty) so long as we continue the ex- 
isting system of promiscuous intermin- 
gling of convicts 


Pe^aps the next greatest hinderance 
to reform is the often cruel treatment 
received by discharged convicts, and we 
would direct special attention to the ex- 
cellent timely suggestions of the warden 
in relation thereto. 
The wide spread 
sympathy which exists for the poor ex 
tends only in a very weak degree to the 
inmates of prisons. Christian charity as 
to them does not seem to be of the qual- 
ity taught and practiced by the Master, 
but is rather inclined to pass by on the 
other sid<). We would recommend that 
provision 1)0 made for the appointment 
of an agent clothed with the duty of pro 
viding places and work for the dis- 
charged convicts. 


"Finally, so long as our prisons re- 
main anything like what they now are, 
the greatest good of all will consist in 
devising and providing the best practi- 
cal meana for keeping the young—and, 
indeed, all others convicted of minor of 
fenses—away from penientiaries. 
As 
one step to that end, we venture to sug- 
gest that authority be given by law to 
the courts to sentence persons convicted 
of first and minor offenses, in counties 
where there is no work house, to im- 
prisonment in a work house in any part 
of the state, upon such terms of compen- 
sation as shall be agreed upon by the 
proper authorities. 


"While it is naturally gratifying to us 
t^at we are able to exhibit a satisfactory 
condition of the prison and its inmates, 
and therewith show a large balance of 
profit to the credit of the state, we are 
not unmindful of the fact that this finan- 
cial gain has been secured through a 
system of employing 
convict labor 
which, though sanctioned and ordained 
by the laws of the state, is not approved 
by a large body of thoughtlul citizens. 
The agitation against convict contract 
labor is one of the marked industrial 
movements of the day. The whole pris- 
on problem has been subjected to un- 
usual examination, and the existing sys- 
tem to the closest investigation and 
most intelligent criticism. 
While the 
problem of what is beet in the premises 
has not been solved, we are of opinion 
that the existing system of prison labor 
employment has come to be regarded bv 
a large portion of the workingmen of 
the state and of the country generally, 
as seriously inimical to the interests of 
free labor. It is maintained with much 
force that the convict contract system Is 
both perceptibly injurious to the pecun- 
iary welfare of free wage-workers in 
competition with prison labor and radi- 
cally wrong in principle. 
But however 
much men may differ as to the best 
means of utilizing the labor of convicts 
and there are many propositions under 
discussion), it will be readily agreed by 
all that an agitation of the character in- 
dicated, as also the studious inquiry and 
searching 
criticism 
on 
the 
part of the wage-workers and philan- 
thropists 
of the land, is legitimate, 
praise-worthy, 
American-like; and it 
will also be conceded that the move- 
ment is entitled to receive, and we trust 
and believe will receive, due considera- 
tion from the general assembly. 


"An additional year's acquaintance 
and experience has only served 
to 
strengthen and confirm our conviction 
that in kind-hearted 
Warden James 
Murdock the state has an excellent offi- 
cer, to whom, together with Deputy 
Warden Thomas £. Donnelly and their 
assistants, we would be unable to accord 
undue merit for the excellent discipline 
and careful, painstaking dstail conduct 
of the prison, which has contributed so 
largely to its sat sfactory condition. The 
physician, Dr. B. H. Calvert, has well
